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EISENHOWER VS. STEVENSON 
General ELsenhower and Governor Steven- 
son, the major party presidential nominees, 
are both essentially men of decent character 
and high motive. May we therefore loolt for- 
ward to a campaign free of mud sllngtng and 
wild charges? 

Perhaps we could If the campaign were to 
be left wholly to thf nnmlnrcs ihemsolves. 
Although even here Iher*' ro'ild bp no flat 
assurance. CompetInK for the seniite In New 
.York Ihree years ago. John Foster Dulles and 
Senator Lehman, two high-minded men, 
tought like waterfront. roustabouts. , - . __ 
But of course, the candidates will not be 
alone on the hustings. Each will have a host 
of free-swinging helpers who will I feel no 
particular compulsion to observe the political 
niceties. The slugging may be severe. 

Many will say that the nominees are handi- 
capped not alone by their gentlemanly ten- 
dencies but by their closeness on many issues 
—especially In foreign affairs, Both are mod- 
erate middle-of-the-road men. If you scan 
their public" utterances carefully, you find 
amazing similarity at many points. . 

Despite these basic parallels, however, a. 
marked difference In emphasis 1^ inevitable 
In the coming campaign, Stevenson perforce 
".l-hEVB-ttr'defBnd-the^^mDcnittc-record; 
and extol Its program. 

Elsenhower will be free to assail those 
things. 

Right here is th,e critical area for the Re- 
publicans. Many, non-party, members feel 20 
years is more than long enough for one party 
to hoW power. Many aje disturbed' over one 
phasB or another of Democratic rule — con- 
^duct of the Korean war. corruption in. Wash- 
ington, failure to halt Inflation, and so on. 
. These people want to hear the Democrats 
criticized. But they want more. JTiey want 
to know what positive, constructive Ideas the 
Republicans have for doing the ]ob better. 
Mere denunciation Is not enough to attract 
legions of wavering voters. 

Denunciation unmatched by constructive, 
hopeful plans Is the specialty of the extrem- 
ist. And the great lesson of the two conven- 
tions Ux Chicago was the shoving of the ex- 
tremists into the backgrounfl. The moderates 
won, because they believe people are fed up 
with extremism and seek a middle course. 

This outcome— Elsenhower vs. Stevenson- 
may not make for a sharp cleavage on Issues 
and men as some observers feel we should 
have. However that may l^o,.the largest part 
of the voting populace, os it la rend by pol- 
iticians whose business It is to Judge ac- 
curately, wants the kind of result Chicago 
produced. 

Stevenson, of course, begins with the advan- 
tage of a great basic Democratic strength 
among the electorate. Hln task will be to con- 
vince the big shifting mass of unsettled voters 
In the middle range that they have nothlns 
to gain by drifting Into the Republlcon zone. 
He is. unlikely tQ nccompllIUL this if he sug- 
gests the Democratic ndmlnlstmtlon has been 
' unmnrrea by corruption error. 

Elsenhower's task, aside from legitimate 
criticism of Democratic fallings, wilt be to 
devl.ift It po.iltlvc army of imllrlps thul will 
tiikc; party {)iit of llur rculni of .itrldnil 
denunciation, where U hiia ttwclt so limn.

IRONIC— In view of the manner In which the Lisbon 
pact was ballooned and propagandized Into ■ major 
victory In, the "cold war." reminiscent of other Tru- 
man-Achenon mlfirepreMntations since Potsdam, the 
fiasco at the PortugnPcapltsI projects an Important 
Issue Into tho campaign. So docs the failure of France, 
the key defense unit, to keep her pledges, and her at- 
tempt to throw a heavier burden on us. 

In 5hort. the International defense force Elsenhower 
was supposed to have built Is cracking up In our (aces. 
Itis Ironic that it should occur In a year-when-he 
seeki the White House on the basis ot his overseas 
accompllBhments. 

This la said with no disparagement to the Repub- 
llcan nominee. The mandate Impoied Upon him by 
Truman and Aeheson was almost Impossible of 
achievement, .unless European participants did their 
share. 

Nor has Elsenhower gloated over the success of the 
collective security program. On the contrary, he fre- 
quently has scolded hla foreign colleaguea. 

DOUBTFUL— But 11 Is extremely doubtful If these 
two questions can be raised and debated In an Elsen- 
hower-Stevenson battle. And, although these are suf- 
ficiently grave matters with respect to our military, 
political and economic alliances around the world, 
there are even more Important ilmllar problems. 

Despite Stevenson's demonstrated Independence In 
IlUnais polIUca. It hardly \s to be expected that he 
win Introduce the.« European, delinquencies Into the 
grand pre.-il dentin! dlscus.sloii'. 

Besides being an act of Ingratitude toward the White 
House, It 'would amount lo an Indictment ot what 
Truman holds to be his greatest achievement — namely, 
the preservation of peace through the system oi col- 
lective security. 

Stevenson appears to have some doubt about the 
succe.u of the policy, although Jt\e believe.^'' In the 
underlying purpose. But con he afford lo appraise It 
frankly and realistically In the campaign? 

FAILURES— General Elsenhower must be tongue- 
tied for the snme reason. 

He would be crltlrlzlng his own handiwork. If he 
quesUnncil the present or prospective efficacy ol the 
Lisbon. NATO nnd other pacU Which he helped to 
frame, and -execute. Moreover, he has taken off his 
uniform' too recently to charge that the.'<e ndtnltted 
failures occurred only since he returned to the U.S. 

Perhaps the fioldlfr (nd the scholar may stir up 
eKcltenif'nt and differences over lorelgn policy, once 
they take to Uie stump alter Lqbor day. But tho pros- 
pect appearn. dim 'at the moment.
